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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

Claims 1-18, 20-22,24-27 and 29-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The basis of this rejection is set forth in a two-prong test of: 

(1) whether the invention is within the technological arts; and 

(2) whether the invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result. 

For a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must be within the 
technological arts. Mere ideas in the abstract (i.e., abstract idea, law of nature, natural 
phenomena) that do not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts fail to promote the 
"progress of science and the useful arts" (i.e., the physical sciences as opposed to social sciences, 
for example) and therefore are found to be non-statutory subject matter. For a process claim to 
pass muster, the recited process must somehow apply, involve, use, or advance the technological 
arts. 

In the present case, claims 1,5,1 1,15,16,17 and 24 only recite an abstract idea. The 
recited steps in claim 1 of merely receiving transaction data and unique identifiers; and 
generating unique-codes from the transaction data and unique identifiers, wherein the unique 
codes constitute secure endorsements of the transaction data by the parties corresponding to the 
unique identifiers does not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts since all of the 
recited steps can be performed in the mind of the user or by use of a pencil and paper. 

These steps only constitute an idea of how to generate unique identifiers. 

Claims 5, 1 1 , 1 5, 1 6, 1 7 and 24 are similar in nature to claim 1 . 
Additionally, for a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must produce a 
useful, concrete, and tangible result. In the present case, the claimed invention allows users to 
generate a (i.e., repeatable) a unique code (i.e., useful and tangible). 

Although the recited process produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result, since the 
claimed invention, as a whole, is not within the technological arts as explained above, claims 
1,5,1 1,13,16,17 and 24 is deemed to be directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

All that is necessary to make a sequence of operational steps in a statutory process within 
35 U.S.C. 101 is that it be in the technological arts so as to be in concordance with the 
Constitutional purpose to promote the progress of "useful arts" In re Musgrave, 431 F.2d 882 
1 67 USPQ 280 (CCP A 1 970) 

A claim is limited to a practical application when the method, as claimed, produces a 
concrete, tangible and useful result: i.e. the method recites a step or act of producing something 
that is concrete, tangible and useful. See AT&T v. Excel Communications Inc., 172 F3d at 1358, 
50USPQ2dat 1452. 

Claims 2-4,6-10, 12-14,18,20-22,25-27 and 29-31 are dependent on claims 1,5,1 1, and 16 
and are rejected for at least the same reasons. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19, 23,and 28 are allowable.
